amounted in September to $10,027,013, 
asd in October to $13,201,619— oter 
$23,000,000 io two months. Washing- 
ton dispatches Bay that at tha Treusury 
Department it is reckoned thnt at the 
close ol Mr. Cleveland's administration 
the d«bt- will loe got under a thousand 
millions. Thoi* who can remember the 
struggle th« country hnd to reduce tha 
debt below two thousand millions Avill 
appraointa the feat of paying off a whole 
thousand millions in ten years without 
straining th» rasonroes or crippling the 
industries of the country. 


Tha highest point reached by the pub- 


lio debt was in 1866, -when it amounted 
to $2,773,230,173, say $79 per head of 
the population. If, as they say at tha 
Treasury Department, thi debt ie re- 
duced in 1889 to $1,000,000,000, while 
the population will bo at least 60,000,- 
000, the debt per capita will then be a 
trifla 
OTer $16. In 
tweaty 
years 


•wa will havo reduced the preesure of 
tha public debt 77 per cent. The Call 
adds that it was a common opinion at 
the closa of the War of the Revolution 
that the country norer could pay off its 
debt. 
British statesmen dsrided tbu 


folly of the Dutch who adynnced money 
to Hamilton to carry on his new Gov- 
ernment. At that time, say in 1791, 
when the population was about 4,000,- 
000, the national debt was $75,000,000, 
say $19 per head. It flupluated be- 
tween $75,000,000 and $85,000,000 for 
fiftseu years; then it bcgnu to Jecr«as« 
rapidly, so that when the war of 1812 
broke out it waa only $45,000,000, any 
$6 50 per head of a population of 7,- 
500,000, 
The war caused it to vua up 


to ?127,000,000 in 1816, say $18 porhenil 
of a population of 8,000,000. For t-weuly 
years afterward it wru steadily reduced 
year by y«av; in 1835 it was ..practically 
extinguished, tha total inclsbtrrlueB* b.-- 
ing only some $37,000. From this it 
crept up, from various oauses, to $68,- 
000,000 in 1831. 
But th» ooiintry was 


prosperous, and Secretary after Secre- 
tary bad a surplus which he could de- 
vot« to the rtdsruptioD of th« debt; in 
1857 it was reduced to $25,000,000, and 
then, a« uo\v, the progress of redcmpUou. 
•was arrested by the high premium 
which United States bonds commanded. 
Then the tide turned, and the debt be- 
gan to increase, so tbat when the war 
broke out the nation owed $90,000,000, 
and its credit stood so low that sizes, 
•which Mr. Guthria h»cl been buying ttt 
120, could not be sold at all, and Mr. 
Cisco had to pay 12 per cent, for money 
to pay this Tammany interest on United 
State* bonds.

United States Senator. Tha unceitainty 
of Senator Fair's candidacy has greatly 
demoralized the Democracy and ull talks 
of a "sack" from him were idle.

Stewart and Wren and a tacit agreement 
seemed to have been that Stewart nhonld 
make *he fi^ht West and Wren East and 
the Legislature be the deciding body. 
In Lander county the fight has been 
characterized by the utmost good nature 
and friendly feeling and now it is over 
we feel free to state that during the past 
two wefeks we have received damaging 
communications over reputable signa- 
tures concerning candidateg w* were 
personally opposed to, but a desire to 
deaf fairly'with all and not to allow any 
mud slinging caused''them'' to be d<>-
